Retired genera! says 
ordered unauthorized 
N. Vietnam bombing 


WASHINGTON (UP1) —Gen. John D. Lavelle acknowledged today 
that he ordered the bombing last winter of military targets in North 
Vietnam, probably beyond rules laid down by the Pentagon, but he 
testified he felt his action was justifiable. 


Lavelle, relieved of his command and then retired by the Air Force 
at three-star rank instead of his full four stars, said he ordered raids 
because of an enemy buildup going on that he considered a danger to 
his crews. 
Lavelle was recalled in March from Vietnam where he was 
commander of the 7th U.S. Air Force and was soon ushered out of the 
service. 
A House Armed Services Investigating subcommittee called him as 
part of an inquiry of the affair, producing the first detailed public 
comment from Lavelle and the Air Force on his case 
The first two witnesses, Lavelle and Gen. John D. Ryan, Air Force 
chief of staff, told essentially the same story: Lavelle had directed 
attacks on military targets in North Vietnam and reported them to his 
superiors as “ protective reaction” strikes, the Pentagon’s phrasing 
for one-time raids designed to protect U.S. aircraft against enemy 
missile and anti-aircraft fire. 
Under the so-called “ rules of engagement’’ in effect before the 
recent Communist offensive, American planes were not permitted to 
engage in standard bombing of North Vietnam. The rules flowed from 
the so-called 1968 understanding between the United States and North 
Vietnam that led to a halt in U.S bombing in the North. 
Lavelle testified that he felt the rules required some interpretation 
and judgment. He cited a North Vietnamese air defense buildup, 
“ increased aggressiveness of the North Vietnamese 
and a marked 
step up of infiltration into the South by regular North Vietnamese 
Army units across the demilitarized zone. These developments 
prompted him he said, “ to make a very liberal interpretation of the 
rules of engagement” . 
“ In certain instances, against high priority military targets, I made 
interpretations that were probably beyond the literal interpretation of 
the rules,” Lavelle said 
“ I did this since the crews were operating in an environment of 
optimum enemy defense It was these isolated instances reported as 
protective reaction strikes that resulted in General Ryan’s recalling 
me and questioning me on what we were doing.

Richard Kneip said, “ We have in 
excess of 200 deaths and there’s a 
long way to go yet. It’s believed 
many bodies are below the mud and 
the mire. That part is bad.” 
Search crews concentrated on a 
virtually devastated five block wide 
area along Rapid Creek, the stream 
which cuts through the city. It 
turned suddenly into a swollen, 
raging killer when Canyon Lake 
Dam burst under the pressure of a 
foot of rain late Friday night, 
sending a four-foot wall of water 
thundering down from the hills. 
The flood caused an estimated 
$100 million damage, destroying 500 
houses and leaving thousands of 
persons homeless. Authorities first 
said 
about 
1,500 
persons 
were 
unaccounted for, but later said they 
could not make an accurate guess on 
the number missing. 
Little had been determined about 
what happened in more isolated 
c o m m u n i t i e s 
in

hills—particularly to the hundreds, 
perhaps

believed to have been camping in 
the area close by Mt. Rushmore. 
The 
Agriculture 
D epartm ent 
announced in Washington Sunday 
that the flood area was eligible for

Representatives of almost every 
federal

involved met to make recovery and 
assistance plans. 
Rapid City water supplies were 
curtailed for fear of contamination 
and some residents took to robbing 
motel swimming pools of water. 
Free typhoid shots were given to 
anyone who asked in hopes of 
heading off the danger of epidemic. 
More than 4,000 townspeople and 
National Guardsmen pulled more 
than 50 bodies from the rubble 
Sunday. Rescuers said they found 
bodies all along the Rapid Creek 
course—in 
basements of 
homes 
which 
had 
been 
swept 
away, 
beneath piles of rubble, in cars. One 
victim’s body was draped in a tree 
The flood was the nation’s worst 
since 1937, when the Mississippi and 
Ohio Rivers took 250 lives.

“ We are trying to identify 
the people involved, to find 
out who organized the ring 
and how they recruit some 
of the participants. 
Phil 
Hannifin, chairman of the 
Nevada 
Gaming 
Control 
Board, said Sunday 
Some sources said that 
the ring had siphoned off as 
much as $3 million from the 
gambling tables, and that as 
many as 150 casino workers 
may be involved 
Hannifin said that was an 
exaggeration, that about 25- 
30 persons were involved. In 
the past month the ring has 
victimized at least half a 
dozen casinos, defrauding 
them of $300,000 to $400,000, 
Hannifin said. 
“ The Murphy case turned 
us on to it,” said Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Ray Gubser, 
referring to the death of 
Robert Lee Murphy, who 
was shot in a brawl with a 
casino executive last month. 
One of the “ hollow chip 
cups” used by the ring was 
found in Murphy’s home 
after his death 
An unusual number of 
assault 
and 
strong-arm 
incidents have ocurred since 
then, with many of the 
victims being casino or 
hotel workers Several have 
mysteriously disappeared, 
and a rash of killings broke 
out the week after Murphy 
was slain. 
Gubser said crimes of vi­ 
olence 
were 
being 
investigated 
for 
possible 
links 
to 
the 
cheating 
ring—which 
could 
only 
operate with the help of 
casino 
workers 
on 
the 
gambling floors. Authorities 
said some of the violence 
may have been the work of 
the cheating ring, and some 
was not, but would not give 
details. 
A hotel source speculated 
that casino workers could 
have

cooperate with the ring by

pressure from shylock loan 
operators if they needed 
money. 
The key to the operation is

In Beirut, Palestinian sources reported 
gunmen tried to kill A1 Fatah guerrilla 
leader Yasser Arafat Friday. An A1 Fatah 
leader denied the story, which appeared in 
the usually reliable An Nahar newspaper. 
An Nahar said the try on Arafat's life 
came during an attempt to overthrow the 
leadership of

Fatah, 
the largest 
Palestinian guerrilla group 
The A1 Fatah spokesman said neither the 
coup nor attempt on Arafat “ had any basis 
of truth 
but admitted there had been an 
exchange of gunfire in the Tel Zaatar 
refugee camp east of Beirut as a result of 
“ misbehavior.” 
He said the culprits were arrested and A1 
Fatah had to take “ certain measures” to 
prevent “ any infiltrators from exploiting 
the situation ”

Flood waters rise 
in Washington

Gold again proving its ancient lure 


LONDON (U P I)—Gold, that “ barbarous relic” that is 
the oldest surviving form of portable wealth, again is 
proving its ancient lure. 
Governments have tried unsuccessfully for years to limit 
gold’s power, but the latest gold rush shows there simply 
wasn’t enough of the stuff about when more and more 
wanted it. 


A flood of buying orders while sellers held off rocketed 
gold’s price to more than $67 an ounce Thursday before the 
price plummeted Friday. 
For once it was merely a gold shortage and not suspicions 
about the dollar’s value that stoked the buying. 
Who did the buying? 
It was not the traditional gold hoarders of France, the 
Far and Middle East who drove the price up, nor the many 
gold using industries. Instead, London gold market sources 
said, the buyers were short-term speculators out for a fast 
profit. 
They were financiers, bankers and money managers 
willing to take a calculated risk. So far, 1972’s gold risks 
have been minimal because its price has climbed steadily. 
The only thing most operators lost was interest payments 
since gold pays none. 
Some gamblers who sold Friday and put the price in 


retreat probably have snatched profits of 50 per cent or so 
in six months. They could have bought gold at $44 dollars in 
January. 
The story is one of supply and demand 
South Africa is the Western world’s chief source and 
mines about 78 per cent of the new gold Total Western 
output in 1971 was 1,250 metric tons. Now it is moving lower 
after hitting a peak in 1970. 
Recently South Africa started to reduce its gold supplies 
to the free markets and instead fed the metal into its 
national reserves and so aggravated the shortage. 
While output is shrinking, industrial usage of gold is 
expanding. 


The Russians are the next biggest gold producers but 
their tonnage is a state secret. The guessing is that the 
Soviets could—if they so wished—sell an annual average of 
150 tons. They have not been big sellers for several 
years—in 1971 they probably sold 20 tons. 
In 1963 and again in 1965, when Russian crop failures led 
to massive purchases of Canadian grain, the Soviets sold 
about 550 tons in each year to pay for it. This year they may 
have sold a few tons In March. London dealers doubted a 
Zurich report this week that Russia funneled 30 tons into

It claimed the life of Joachim Bonnier, the 42-year old Swedish 
driver who dedicated his life to making European racing tracks as 


safe as possible. 
The death of Bonnier took the sweetness from the one two victory of 
the French MatraSimcas which provided France with its tirst win 
here in 22 years.

The victory went to Frenchman Henri Pescarolo and Britain s 
Graham Hill, winning at his 10th attempt 
With more than 150 lives of drivers and spectators already lost along 
the circuit, Bonnier was asked before the race whether new barriers 
around the circuit had made Le Mans safe 
“ Y es” , replied Bonnier, “ I think it is sate now.’ 
Bonnier died when his Lola hurtled over the barriers he had fought 
so hard to install and flew into a wood of pine trees after colliding with 
a slower car.

Nicklaus scoffs at talk of Slam

P E B B LE BEA C H , Calif (U P I )- F o r my money Jack Nicklaus is the best 
around today and I think he can do anything he ever sets his mind to do on a 
golf course -except for one thing. 
I don’t think he can put together The Grand Slam 
He’ll be halfway there if he wins the U.S Open which begins here 
Thursday and that in itself would be a tremendous morale booster for Jack 
The Great, because it would be his 13th major title conquest equalling 
Bobby Jones all-time record But even should he win here this week, and he 
certainly can, I can’t see him winning both the British Open and PGA titles 
later this summer 
Why not'' 
Because The Slam isn’t really a compulsion with him H e’s not blotting 
everything and everyone else out of his mind the way Gary Player did when 
he did everything but become a Trappist monk to win the 1965 U S Open 
Nicklaus will tell you himself that others seem more intrigued with the 
possibility of his accomplishing the Slam than he is. 


“ I think primarily that’s been a press ambition, 
says Nicklaus, aware 
many writers are pulling for him to do it because it would make a good story 
for one thing and it would give them something else to write about him for 
another 


“ Sure I’d love to win the Grand Slam ,” says Nicklaus 
Who wouldn’t? I 
don’t think it’s an impossible thing to do but I think it’s very improbable 
Slams happen They’re not planned If you win the first one, the Masters, 
which 1 have, you go on to the U S Open, and if you happen to win that one, 
then you point for the British Open, and if you win that one, then there’s a 
chance to talk about The Siam Now though, I think it’s somewhat prema 


ture.” 
Nicklaus is right about that and that’s still another reason I don t think 


he’ll make The Slam The closer he gets to it, the more it’s liable to bug 
him 
Bobby Jones, only golfer ever to achieve The Slam, had a big advantage 
over Nicklaus 
Nobody had ever done it before so when Jones was on the way to doing so 
in 1930, he wasn’t bugged every day by people asking him “ Do you think you 
can do it? Do you think you can do it?” 
If you don’t think questions like that can turn you around a little, go ask 
Roger Maris Or Hank Aaron 
There’s still another factor weighing against Nicklaus completing The 
Slam, and that’s his pace on the golf course 
He’s slow, no matter what he says, and he’s sensitive about it, no matter 
what he says 
A few years ago Jim m y Demaret, Ben Hogan’s old partner, came out and 
said Nicklaus would be finished by 35 because he played so slow 
Nicklaus is 32 now and nowhere near finished, but everytime somebody 
br ings up that statement by Demaret it still rubs him the wrong way 
“ I ’ve played this way all my life,” he says. “ I stand over the ball a long 
time, I walk fast, but that’s my makeup That’s my game You go back 
through history and you look at the players who were really good players. 
You look at the Jones, the Hagens, the Hogans Every one of them was a 
slow player It’s pretty difficult to criticize Hogan and Jones They were 
probably two of the slower players we ever had, and two of the best ’’ 
Jack Nicklaus loses me there 
I don’t know which ball game he was watching but Walter Hagen was 
famous for his carefree “ miss 'em quick 
style of play and Hogan, while no 
speed merchant, certainly never dawdled 
As for Bobby Jones, he played so fast he made everybody else seem slow 
motion by comparison 


As a golfer, few around today can be compared with Jac k Nicklaus As a 
reporter, he’s still a great foffer

As John E. Keefe notes in 
his recent book “The Teen­ 
ager and the Interview.” in­ 
terviewers are trained not to 
prejudge or rely on first im­ 
pressions 
But the tempta­ 
tion is great when confronted 
with an incomplete, soiled, 
misspelled or torn letter. 
Applications s h o u l d be 
typed if possible, but in any 
case they should be neat. 
Erasures should be avoided, 
but

unavoidable, 
they 
should be done cleanly anil 
with a proper eraser for the 
type ol paper used 
Questions should be read 
carefully before being an­ 
swered Before filling in a 
lorm. it’s a good idea to jot 
down answers to complex 
questions on a separate piece 
01 paper 
Here are a few pointers on 
the types ol questions likely 
to he asked, as offered by 
Mr Keefe 
Address 
O n e or two, per­ 
manent and temporary, may 
he requested, so the question 
can he a problem for stu­ 
dents at school who plan to 
work away from home dur­ 
ing the summer. Be sure to 
list an address where you

Height and Weight — It’s 
important this be filled out.

Previous Employment — 
Don't try to hide it—records 
will be checked 
Salary Expected — Don’t 
oversell your talents. Try to 
find 
out 
in 
advance the 
salary structure of the firm, 
keeping in mind that most 
teen-agers have had little ex­ 
perience, and are usually 
paid in prevailing starting 
wage and this should answer 
1 the prevailing wage.” 
Education—All education, 
lormal and otherwise, should 
be listed

'Babies' need jobs 


California’s schools at all levels have 
been faced with problems stemming from 
the famous World War 11 
baby boom. 
Now it is the turn of the labor market. The 
“babies" 
have 
grown 
up. 
they 
are 
finishing their formal education and art1 
looking for jobs. 
The California Taxpayers’ Association 
has surveyed the situation and predicts 
that during the next eight years the state 
will have to create 250,000 new jobs 
annually primarily to accommodate this 
flood of new young citizens. 


The growth of the 18-34 age group is 
illustrated by census figures. In 1960 there 
were 3,313,000 Californians in that bracket. 
The 
1970 census showed 4,930,294, an 
average annual increase of more than 
160,000. 


The projection for 1980 is for 7,000,856 
Californians between the ages of 18 and 34 
The trend, obviously, is accelerating, and 
Cal-Tax is not exactly content with the 
state’s prospects for supplying the 2,000 
new jobs that will be needed by the end of 
the decade. 


The Association suggests several factors 
that are essential to our ability to expand 
the labor market sufficiently to give the

new workers an adequate opportunity to 
work. 
One 
involves 
government. 
Growth 
requires funds and government obviously 
must of necessity seek new tax sources or 
develop old ones.

become more favorable investment sites 
than California. Another factor is the 
much-discussed
